Highly Important.—WAR IN EUROPE,

New-York, from Liverpool, bringing regular sup- 
plics of London papers to the 30th January, and 
Liverpool to the Ist February, both inclusive. 


The great question of peace or war has in effect 
‘been decided. France, backed by the allied pow- 
ers, (Russia, Austria and Prussia,) has already 
prepared 100,000 men to march against Spain ; 
they are to be commanded by the Duke d’An- 
rouleme. The closing of the relations between 
Spain and the allied cabinets, exhibits a rudeness 
seldom witnessed in diplomatic affairs, more par- 
ticularly the language of Spain, in reply to the 
Russian Minister. We have not room for the 
notes of the allied Ministers to the Cabinet at Mad- 
rid, but the replies of San Miguel, the Spanish 
Secretary of State, will serve to show the substance 
lof a correspondence which has excited the high 
tone of the brief replies given to them by the Spa- 
nish Secretary—viz :

The answer given to the Russian Envoy, was 
taken in high dudgeon, and was returned—Count 
Bulgari remarking, “that respect to the forms and 
principles admitted and consecrated by all civil- 
zed nations, not only prevented a reply, but also 
from makirfg its contents known to his Govern- 
ment, &c.” 

‘“ Thus (says the Commercial Advertiser) the 
torch of war, which was for a time extinguished a 
Waterloo, has been re-lighted. How far it will 
spread—whether all Europe will be involved in 


the conflict—whether the storm will be confined to 
the Peninsula, or roll onward until the Seine, the 


Rhine, and the Danube are tinged with blood—or, 
whether the object of the Allies will be accom- 
plished by a single blow—are questions which time 
alone can determine.” 

The next arrival from Europe, will no doubt 
bring the official declarations of war, and conse- 
quent accounts of hostiie movements. 

It was reported at Paris on the 28th, that the 
three Courts of Russia, Austria and Prussia, have 
addressed a joint note to the British Government, 
soliciting her to make a declaration of the principles 
and policy she intends to adopt in the war betweert 
France and Spain.

Great Fire at Canton.—The Ship Caledonia, 
Donaldson, arrived at Philadelphia on Tuesday last. 
She brought information of a dreadful fire which 
occurred at Canton, on the 7th of November last, 
by which upwards of TEN THOUSAND HOU. 
SES WERE CONSUMED! The English fac- 
tory, and most of the others, were destroyed. The 
American factory sustained little damage. 





Earthguakes.——Accounts from Syria mention 
that in September last, severe and destructive earth- 
quakes had occurred. Aleppo, Antioch, and five 
or six villages were totally destroyed—-20,000 per- 
sons killed, and at least an equal number injured— 
the survivors without shelter, and almost without 
food, suffered dreadfully from ophthalmia and dy- 
sentery. Shocks continued to be felt from time te 
time. 

Late advices from Syria give a deplorable ac- 
count of the situation of the inhabitants who sur- 
vived the firstehocks of the Earthquake. In addi- 
tion to the sufferings produced by hunger, disease, 
and exposure to the inclemency of the season, a@ 
horrid stench, arising from the number of dead 
bodies, had obliged them to leave the camp they
